In spite of the very large and pow¬ 
erful naval force of Great Britain tlint 
country is constantly seeking to in¬ 
crease it by one means or another. 
Just now these efforts are taking tIn¬ 
form of an agitation for an adequate 
reserve of trained seamen, and in the 
discussion of the project the fact lias 
come out that France has a much larger 
luimlier of seamen than England.

This lias 
caused no small alarm in a nation 
whose policy and position make it abso¬ 
lutely necessary to maintain a navy at 
all times superior to that of any other 
on earth. Efforts to make a showing 
of reserve seamen have proved failures, 
and more than one speed trial of new 
gunboats has had to be postponed for 
lack of an adequate crew. The English 
know that the next war in which they 
engage may place the life of the nation 
at stake, and, as always, the bulwark 
will lie the navy. If this cannot lie de¬ 
pended ou the end may easily be 
guessed.

They are impervious to 
moisture, easily cleaned and proof 
against acids present in the air and 
rain. Glazed bricks, besides being of 
unquestionable durability, are to be pre¬ 
ferred on account of the great variety 
of color, varying front orange to light 
nd and deep red brown, thus giving 
wide scope for decoration in Interior 
finishing.

Butter, 
as every one knows, is best made from 
sonr cream and does not keep well nn- 
less the cream is soured before churn¬ 
ing. This result is usually attained by 
letting the cream stand till it sours of 
its own accord. But a series of experi¬ 
ments carried on in Sleswiek-Holstein 
have proved that the souring of cream 
is produced by the presence of certain 
bacteria, which can be cultivated and 
introduced in such a way as to cause 
artificially the necessary souring. 

A doctor named Witter has studied 
the subject, and “so skillfully blended 
certain cultures together that when the 
mixture was added in due proportion to 
sterilized cream to effect souring, the 
butter made therefrom was of most de¬ 
licious flavor, pure and of great com 
mercial value, inasmuch as it kept ad¬ 
mirably.

The critical writers on high art have 
ft fashion, or, more properly, a fad, of 
reverting to the classical models of 
ftctllpture and painting as being of a

works of our contemporaries are not 
worthy to he mentioned in the same 
breath, if, indeed, in the same day. 
When a comparison is instituted b'e- 



’ to some, might also be extremely dis¬ 
tasteful to others. The belle of Da¬ 
homey would hardly shine in Paris, 
1 while the most beautiful Chinese wom¬ 
an would not come up to European 
ideas, yet these ladies are doubtless 
very beautiful in the eyes of the gal¬ 
lants of their respective countries, how¬ 
ever much their charms might lack of 
satisfying the aesthetic tastes of the 
beaux of other lands. But among the 
Caucasian races there has been a gen¬ 
eral consensus of artistic opinion as to 
what constitutes female beauty. Reg¬ 
ularity of features, without undue 
prominence on Mu* part of any one. 
plunipn<>ss of face anil form, medium 
height, ail parts of the body In just and 
proper proportion, color ami expression, 
are regarded as the main jioints of 
beauty, and while some of these have 
received scrupulous attention from the 
ancient sculptors when doing ideal 
work, one has been notably neglected. 
Ancient portrait busts are full of ex¬ 
pression, and, in this connection, it Is 
a singular fact that there is compara¬ 
tively little difference In the type of 
[ countenance between the women of the 
time of the Caesars and the women of 
our own age. When they were repre¬ 
senting in marble or bronze the fu¬ 
tures of living women, the ancient 
sculptors were true to life, but the mo¬ 
ment they departed from the copy set 
lief ore them ami attempted to idealize 
they became meaningless. There Is not 
an atom of expression in the face of 
Venus as it has come down to us in in¬ 
numerable statues and busts; the fen 
Hires are irreproachable, hut the face is 
that of a doll, and the same lack of ex¬ 
pression is observable in the Junos, the 
Minorvas, the Muses, the Graces, and 
other Ideal female faces which the 
Greek and Homan sculptors preserved 
for us ill bronze and marble. In seek¬ 
ing to avoid positivoness of expression, 
as in portraits, they lost all. and pre¬ 
sented regular features, but nothing 
more. While the ancient portrait busts 
are, therefore, admirable, the ancient 


Leon Fortunskl; ’Traumerei” and 
’’Song.’ by Konrad Kiefel; “The Water 
Carrier." by Blaas; and “The Flower 
Girl.” by Edmund de Pury. There are | 
hundreds of others, but the striking in¬ 
dividuality of tlie art of the present day 
may be as well exhibited by one ex¬ 
ample as by a dozen or a hundred, and 
these illustrations are typical of the 
whole. 

The cause of the remarkable differ¬ 
ence is not difficult to find. The artists I 
of our time have a vivid apprehension 
of the fact that the closer the approxi-1 
matlon of art to nature, the truer lx*- j 
comes the picture as on art work, ami 
also as a glimpse of one phase of life, j 
In “Traumerei,” for Instance, there is 
the suggestion, not only of a charming 
face and figure, but also of a train of ' 
reflection and reminiscence. It is a I 
beautiful picture, also suggestive, ami | 
the beholder feels certain that behind it j 
lies a whole romance, a three-volume 
novel, with plot. Incidents and denoue- j 
ment eomplete. So also round the i 
“Water Carrier" and the “Flower Girl” i 
fancy can play and weave a web of 
imagery which shall make them prin¬ 
cesses in disguise, or heiresses who are 
kept from their estates by the machina¬ 
tions of a heavy villain, who. sooner or 
later, will eome to justice and be com¬ 
pelled to give them possession of their 
own. They are more attractive than 
the Ideal characters, the Graces, the 
Muses of the Renaissance painters, be- 
eauso they are truer to life. 
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—San Francisco Examiner.

tiusts we know nothing, and, indeed, it 
is remarkable to notice how greatly the 
portrait busts of the same man differ 
from each other. There are ten or 
twelve busts of Julius Caesar, for in¬ 
stance, each so different from all the 
others that it would be impossible to 
Identify them as lielooglng to the same 
man, and the same peculiarity may lie 
noticed in tlie case of several other 
celebrities of that age. 

The sculptors of our own da v tire still 
to some extent, fettered by the tradi¬ 
tions of the ancient art canons, but the 
1 mi inters have burst their bonds and 
established ideals of their own. In so 
doing, they have freed themselves, not 
only from the thralldom of the ancient 
art rules, but also from the almost 
equally rigorous bondage of the Re¬ 
naissance art. 1 ln» present age, in art 
as in almost everything else, lias brok¬ 
en away, to no inconsiderable extent, 
from the domination of its predecessors! 
and the artists have created for. them¬ 
selves new ideals, which appeal more 
strongly than those of former times to 
tile public taste, because they are more 
truthful to nature than their predeces¬ 
sors. One touch of nature in art. as in 
poetry or fiction, makes tlie whole 
world kin, and in this fact may he 
found an explanation of the popularity 
of such paintings as “Tlie Angelas."” 
It is to art what tlie picture of Tiny 
Tim, with his plaintive “God bless us 
every one,” is to literature; a perfect bit 
of characterization, done in irreproach¬ 
able style and with the strictest regard 
to detail and coloring.

PINS AND THEIR MANY USES.: 

Different Countries Have Had Novell 

Employment for the Tiny Articlea. ! 

As a requisite of tlie toilet, etc., pina 
were first used in Britain in the latter 
part of the fifteenth century. They 
were first made of iron wire, but In 
1540 brass ones were imported from 
France by Catherine Howard, queen 
of Henry VIII. The prehistoric pin, 
however, was a thorn or a fishbone, 
and had no experience with or relation 
to tlie dry goods or notion business un¬ 
til Eve improved upon tlie fig-leaf toilet 
necessities. The natural thorn is still 
in use iu some of tlie upper Egypt dis¬ 
tricts, where tin- Birmingham or the 
Connecticut article is a prime curiosity 
and an unpopular innovation. 

I In tlie ruins of Pompeii Roman pine 
of bronze and hairpins of bone or ivory 
have been disinterred, while ancient 
Egypt lias disclosed the indispensable 
article having heads of gold. Bronze 
pins were known to the lake dwellers 
| :>f Eurojie. some being artistically oma- 
| mented and elaborated with exquisite 
' skill. Some that have come to light 
were of tlie duplex pattern, ha ving doll- 
I We stems, aud others were tlie same 
iu form as the safety pins in use at 
tlie present time. At first pins were 
made by fitting a point to a proper 
length of wire, and then twisting a 
piece of fine win- around the other ex¬ 
tremity or fastening it after twisting 
in order to form a knob or head. Ulti¬ 
mately these o;K-rations were so skill¬ 
fully conducted that a completely round 
head was made of a very small size 
and scarcely showing the nature of its 
const ruction. 

Previous to tlie Introduction of ma¬ 
chinery the pin was, of course, entirely 
hand made and required a jiassago 
i through no less than fourteen different 
! manipulations before finding its way 
as a finished product into market. The 
brass pin which we see to-day in its 
perfect form and almost needle )K>int- 
cd is turned out at. an almost incredible 
sliced by special machinery, the daily 
product of Birmingham alone being 
placed at about 40.000,000. 

The sol'id-liended pin. as differing 
1 from that just described was devised 
r by an ingenious Yankin', and came into 
j use in 1N40. The domestic pin was of 
| sufficient importance in 1545 to war- 
ram an act providing that "no jierson 
shall put to sale any pins lint such as 
shall lie double headed anil have tho 
beads soldered fast to the pin, well 
smiKithed, the shanks well sliapen. the 
points well roundish filed, canted and 
sharpened.” Aliout 1700 the manufac¬ 
ture of pins became quite a business in 
Bristol and Birmingham, employing a 
large number of persons. 

I lie pin industry in the United States 
was begun by colonists of (lie Oaro- 
liuas, but it was not until the year 183Q 
that it reached tiny considerable propor¬ 
tions. the pins ustsl coining from En¬ 
gland. although the black pins ustsl in 
black goods came from France. Thu 
industry Is now largely centered In 
Uonneeit.icut. although there are facto¬ 
ries in Detroit, Cincinnati and various 
points in the Eastern States. 

As an article of domestic use tho 
modern pin is now practically ubiquit¬ 
ous and indispensable. The to imago 
of metals annually ustsl in its manu¬ 
facture would astound any who have 
no interest In looking into the subject, 
while the number of thousands of ope¬ 
ratives employed in the manufacture of 
tills special industry is surprising.— 
Boston Commercial Bulletin.
